Peace Proclaimed and the Pas- 
senger-War Ended. 


Old Rates Restored and Out- 
standing Tickets Inter- 
changeable. 


History of the Rise and Growth of the

PEACE PROCLAIMED.

It 
now agrees toa restoration of rates without 
having gained that point, and it will have to 
charge the same as the other routes, although 
it may take months yet before it can occupy 
its permanent depot in the heart of 
the city. The claim of the Wa- 
bash to be awarded a concession of 
$1 on each ticket on account of 
the out-of-the-way location of its temporary 
depot at the corner of Stewart and Archer 
avenues was preposterous, and there are but 
few who do not approve of the action of thé 
Alton in meeting the Wabash cut. If there 
was any difficulty in reaching the present 
Wabash depot the action of the Wabash 
might be justified, but itis no more incon- 
veniently located now than the depots of 
any of the other roads centering in this city. 
In fact, it is easier and more convenient to 
get to the Wabash depot than it is to reach 
the Ilhneis Central, Burlington, and North- 
western (Kinzie street) Depots. No street- 
ears run within three or four blocks of these 
depots, while the Archer avenue cars run di- 
rect to the very doors of the Wabash’s tem- 
porary depot, and all street-car lines charge 
but five cents to any point. The omnibus 
lines also charge the same rate,—50 cents to 
any depot, no matter how near or far it is 
located. This shows that the principal ob- 
ject of the war was to force the Alton to 
withdraw its opposition to the Wabash 
coming into the new West Side Union Depot, 
into which the latter wanted to be admitted, 
having become tired of waiting for the com- 
pletion of the Western Indiana. 

Then the Wabash expected to derive great 
benefit from the large amount of unlimited 
tickets thrown upon the market during the 
continuance-of this war, as they were calcu- 
lated to give the road a fair proportion of the 
business from this city until it was properly 
located and settled. But this scheme is also 
spoiled by the compromise, which pro- 
vides that the tickets now out shall 
be received in exchange for tickets 
on any line the holder may select 
in the Southwest. Thus, any one holding 
Wabash tickets for St. Louis can exchange 
them for Alton or Illinois Central tickets, 
and the latter being the old established routes, 
many holders will not be slow to make the 
exchange. Still there are many who will 
not learn of the fact that the tickets can 
thus be exchanged, and to this extent the 
Wabash will be benefited. The dispatch 
does not state how the settlements for these 
tickets are to be made. This matter seems 
to be yet under consideration. Should it be 
decided that the settlement is to be made on 
the basis of the rute at which the tickets were 
sold, the abash will lose but little; 
but, should it be resolved that the 
difference between the “cut” and the

THE FORGED CHINESE LETTER. 

It is probable that the bogus letter on the 
labor and Chinese question, which a cheap 

newapaper in New York charged 
Gen. Garfield. with having written, will be 
the last lie ot the campaign. It has been so 
short-lived and inefficient that the inventors 
and manufacturers of campaign roorbachs 
will be discouraged from making any new 
effort of the same kind. 

The story was that a letter from Gen. Gar- 
fleld had been found among the papers of a 
deceased resident of Lynn, Mass., named H. L. 
Morey, who was represented as having been 
a prominent member of the Employers’ 
Union League of that place. The letter ex- 
pressed the opinion that employers“ have the 
right te buy labor where they can get it 
cheapest,’’ and opposed the abrogation of the 
Chinese treaty until our great manufactur- 
ing interésts are conserved in the matter of 
labor.“ The Democrats seized upon this 
letter with the desperation of a drowning 
man grasping ata straw. They hastened to 
predict that it would const Gen. Garfield 
the Pasific States, and that it would 
alienate from him thousands of labor 
ing men’s votes in all parts of the 
Union. The letter was taken up at once by 
Senator Barnum and the other managers of 
the Democratic campaign, and it was pro- 
posed to make this apocryphal document the 
basis of a new struggle for Democratic suc- 
cess. It needed, however, but a single day 
to expose the forgery and deprive the Demo- 


cratic Committee of the last material on 


band for prosecuting the fight against Gar- 
field. 

It seems not only that the letter in ques- 
tion has been pronounced a forgery by Gen. 
Garfield, but that there has been no such 
organization as the “Employers’ Union 
League” in Lynn, and that the principal 
manufacturers of that place have never 
known any such person as H. L. Morey. The 
story was a pure invention from first to last. 
It emanated from a source entitled to no 
credit whatever; and in accepting it the 
Democratic managers revealed the poverty 
of their resources and their unscrupulous 
willingness to take any course or indorse any 
lie which may serve their present purpose. 

THe TRIBUNE yesterday reprinted a por- 
tion of an Interview held with Gen, Gar- 
field upon the subject of Chinese inmigra- 
tion, in which he expressed himself in the 
strongest terms against the quast slave- 
trade in college Since his nomination— 
viz.: in his letter of acceptance—Gen. Gar- 
field has likewise expressed himself in no 
Ancertain language upon this matter. After 
approving of the general policy of eneour- 
aging the people of other countries to seek 
happier homes in our land, io order that 
their posterity may become a part of our 
population and add to the extent, thrift, and 
durability of the American Republic, he 
declares that the movement of the Chinese 
to the Pacific Coast does not partake of the 
qualities of such an immigration, and adds: 


It is too much like an importation to be wel- 
comed without restrichon; too mach of an in- 
vation to be looked u without solicitade. 
We cannot consent to allow any form of servile 
labor to be introduced among us under the 
guise of immigration, 


He then reters briefly to the Commission 
whieh the present Administration has sent to 
China in order to obtain a proper modifica- 
tion of the existing treaty, and declares that, 
should these negotiations fail, “it will be the 
duty of Congress to mitigate the evils felt 
and prevent their increase by such restric- 
tions as, without violence or injustice, will 
place upon a sure foundation the peace of 
our communities and the freedom and dignity 
of labor.“ 

This utterance upon the Chinese question 
embraces all that could be said by a fair- 
minded man. It recognizes the obligations of 
the treaty and proposes by proper measures 
to secure such a modification thereof as will 
protect the country from unrestricted immi- 
gration of a race that fails to assimilate with 
our Institutions. It looks forward, however, 
to more aggressive measures in case diplo- 
matic effort shall fail to secure the required 
concessions. 

It was a waste of force to undertake te 
create the impression that Gen. Garfield is 
notin sympathy with the laboring men of 
America. It would require something more 
than a forged letter said to have been found 
in the hands of adead man to convince the 
laboring men of America that a man like 
Garfield is not their friend. He began lite 
himself as a laboring man. His ad vance- 
ment has been due to his own efforts. He is 
still a poor man. He is and has been a 
student in econemy, whieh has taught him 
to respect labor as the great factor of indi- 
vidual and National prosperity, He takes a 
native pride in the fact that America offers a 
better home, pays more liberal wages, and 
furnishes a more abundant living to the 
laboring classes than any other country on 
the face of the earth. dle was always op- 
posed to every form of human bondage.

TRUMBULL ON DEMOORATIC “ECONOMY.” 

In a speech at Danviile, III., Sept. 29, and 
at other places, Mr. Trumbull compared the 
expenditures of the General Government in 
the last three years of a Republican Congress 
with the expenditures of the last three years 
of Buchanan’s Administration, and with the 
years 1877, 1878, and 1570, for which appro- 
priations were made by a Democratic House. 
A business-man of Alyin, UL, wrote te him 
for a more explicit statement of his points 
2 received the following reply: 

BICAGO, Oct. 4, 168. —J. A. 
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Mr. Trumbull, n Feasons, chose 
to compare the first three years of the Dem- 
oeratic. House with the last three years of 
the Republican House. But the true basis of 
comparison is the last years of a Democratic 
Congress with the 8 years of a Repub- 
lican Congress. The Rano went into 
control of Congress in 1875 with a flourish, 
and for two years. crippled the efficiency of 
the public serviee very seriously by, with- 
holding necessary appropriations, which 
were made good by deficieney bills later, 
But they took off the brakes in 1879, and in 
that year and 1880 considerably increased the 
appropriations, as compared with the last 
Republican years. Mr. Atkins (Democrat), 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
said in bis speech in the House, June 15, 1880, 
that the grand total of appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1880-1881, exclusive of interest on 
the public debt, amounted to 8188, 40,08, 
which is absolutely and relatively more than 
the appropriations in auy of the years of a 
Republican Congress. 

Mr, Trumbull also neglects totally the ap- 
parent increase of Republican appropriations 
due to the depreciation of the legal-tender 
money in 1874, 1875, and 1876, when it pos- 
sessed a purchasing power ranging from 
86 to 89 cents on the doliar, and of course it 
required a larger number of such depre- 
ciated dollars to carry on the Government 
than if they were at par. At all events, it 
cost the public less labor to produce an 88. 
cent dollar to be paid in taxation than It 
would a 100-cent dollar. Judge Trumbull 
was extremely careful to evade these points 
while making a pettifogging case for James 
Buchanan’s infamous Administration. 

The most significant fact brought out by 
the comparison is,. that the Republican per 
capita from 1874 to 1876 steadily and largely 
decreased, while the Democratic per capita 
from 1878 to 1880 steadily and largely in- 
creased. The appropriations for both periods 
of three years, reduced to a gold basis, com- 
pare as follows:

Not only have the Democrats spent 83, 000, 
000 more in the last three years than the Re- 
publicans appropriated in their last three 
years, but the ocratic expenditures ars 
increasing annually at an alarming rate, 
while the Republican appropriations were 
steadily deéreasing. The two last Demo- 
eratic years show a considerably larger per 
caprta than the two last Republican years.

Having been 
forced, by the danger of losing ‘the Smyrna 
revenues, to agree to cede the Duleiguo ter- 
ritory to Montenegro, they have surrounded 
the cession with such conditions that Monte- 
négro cannot accept it, The articles of con- 
vention which the Turkish Commissioner is 
instructed te propose in regard to the sur- 
render declare that Montenegro must assume 
a portion of the Turkish debt corresponding 
to the ceded territory; that the inhabitants 
must have the liberty of emigration; that the 
Turkish laws must be maintained; that the 
property of the Otteman Government must 
be guaranteed; and that ali vessels belong 
ing in Dulcigno must fly the Turkish flag. In 
other words, instead of ceding the territory 
to the Montenegrins, as provided by tha 
Treaty of Berlin and demanded by the Pow-. 
ers, Montenegro must buy the territory and 
then maintain the Turkish laws; Of course 
these are conditions which Montenegro can- 
not accept, and the new situation of affairs 
must reopen diplomatic correspondence and 
negotiations, prolonging the cession until 
the weather becomes so severe that the fleet 
eannot remain in Turkish waters, and delay- 
ing any settlement until next spring. By 
that time the relations between the Powers 
may be so strained that the little Duleigno 
affair may be a matter of nonote, The Pall 
Mall Gazctte suggests another motive which 
may lie behind this Turkish poliey of dela y, 
as follows:

FORTUNATE ESCAPES. 

The report that Mr. H. Landreth, of Mus- 
kegon, was among the passengers of the Al- 
penais a mistake. He was in the city Fri- 
day night, and left for Muskegon by rail 
Saturday morning. 

George Green, of Biue Island, by a fortu- 
nate occurrence missed being a passenger on 
the ill-fated Alpena. Mr. Green isa young 
man, and lives with his parents at Blue ISI 
and. He had been to Michigan on business, 
and was to have taken the Alpena for home 
last Saturday, but was recalled to Holland 
just before the boat started. His 
parents supposed he had taken pas- 
sage on boat, and were in the utmost 
anxiety about him 


until Thursday, when 

their minds were relieved by a telegram 

from him in answer to one they had sent in- 

quiring about him. Mr. Green’s mother has 

been sick for some time, and it was feared 

that the suspense would add another victim 
to the list of dead. 
THEORY OF THE WRECK. 

Capt. Goodrich is of the opinion that the 
Alpena must have gone to pieces Monday 
morning. The fact that he has carried no 
insurance on his boats until this year is the 
best assurance of his belief in the seagoing 
qualities of his vessels. Insurance was only 
puton this year because rates had gone 
down 5O per cent. Capt. Napier shared 
Mr. Goodrich’s opinion fully in this 
respect. He to a friend shortly 
before sailing: ‘* The Alpena is the best ves- 
sel that ever sailed the lake in a storm,” 
Capt. Napier’s confidence in his boat, and his 
firm belief in himself, born of over forty 
years’ experience on Lake Michigan, may be 
re are looked upon as having con- 
tributed to the disaster which overtook her. 
Had he had less confidence in his ability te 
fight the storm, he would have put into Mil- 
waukee, Manitowoc, Death’s Door, Maniatee, 
the Manitous, or a dozen other ports, which 
he could easily have reached he com- 
menced in time. With the sole exception of 
the steam-barge Mary Groh, no vessel, 
peller or steamer, is known to have outlived 
the storm without see ah r. Three 
other steamers of the Goodrich Line were 
out that terrible night, and were saved by 
seeking shelter. ‘The Corona, which left 
Ludington for Milwaukee, put in at 
Manitowoc. The Depere, bound from 
Grand Haven to Milwaukee, made for 
Manistee. The Menominee, go from Mil- 
waukee to Grand Haven, turned about and 
went to Manitowoc also. The large iron 
steamer, the Beslow, belonging to another 
line, found she could not breast the storm, 
and went to the Manitous. 

CAPT. NAPIER HELD TO HIS PURPOSE 


to reach Chicago. Off Racine, the Alpena 
was seen laboring in the trough of the sea. 
One wheel was out of the water, but her en- 
gines were still work This proves that 
the machinery was not disabled. Her freight 
was light, and shifted to the leeward. Had 
she carried a heavier car it would prob- 
ably have been tightin the hold. Listing to 
the leeward, the vessel was unable to right 
herself. The wind probably drove her to the 
north or northwest, while the waves gave 
her a terrible pounding. Had she gone to 
pieces while the wind was from the south- 
west, the wreckage would have been borne 
into the neighborhood of thé Manitous. She 
therefore did not break up until the wind had 
shifted to the northwest. Even then, she 
bore the strain of the heavy seas upon her 
for some time. She must have foundered 
somewhere near the middle of the lake, ata 
point about on a line with Muskegon. The 
wind bore the fragments of the wreck to the 
west and southwest. That the disaster did 
not occur until some time . morning 
is indicated by the time the wreckage com- 
menced coming ashore. It probably hap- 
pened some time before daylight, if any in- 
dication on that seore is furnished by the 
bodies of the victims, which so far have been 
more or less in partial undress. Those who 
fastened themselves to life-preservers prob- 
ably did not live an hour. in addition to 
the terrible sea that was r , and which 
must have dashed over the luckless passen- 
gers, the water alone was cold enough to 
extinguish human life. A full-blooded man 
could not have lived in the water more than 
thirty minutes. All the passengers who 
cast themselves upon the mercy of the 
waves must have been chilled to death with- 
in avery short time. The life-preservers 
simply served to carry the bodies to shore. 
FROM THE WRECK. 

From the Captain of a vessel that not ee 
arrived from Saugatuck, a reporter of Tux 
TRIBUNE learned that one of the paddle- 
boxes of the ill-fated Alpena drifted upon the 
shore a few miles north of that p on 
Thursday. The diseovery was made 
by a fisherman who had sauntered forth 
at a, very early hour in quest of 
some of the steamer’s freight, it is to be sup- 
posed. The wheelhouse was shi about 
in the breakers when discovered. Thinking 
that it might bear the animate or inanimate 
forms of some of the ngere or crew 
the fisherman waded into the water and 
clambered upon the waif. He found thrown 
across the box, inside, a plank to which was 
attached a piece of chain, evidently part of 
the wheel-chain of the Alpena, fally sixty 
feetiong. The end of this chain had been 
dropped through a hole in centre of 
box, itis 1 1 for the purpose of steady - 
ing it, In bottom of the box, also, ſie 
discovered a number of small iron stanchigns 
fastened 2 with roe and wrapped up 
in a bed-quilt and undershirt, and secured to 
the box. Aloug the top of the box lines were 
rove that looked fike temporary life-lines to 
cling to, That this wheel-house or paddle- 
box had borne some of the crew of. the 
steamer there can be no doubt. No one but 
those skilled in the seaman’s art would have 
thought of preparations to guard against the 
danger of upsetting such as these. The 
chain was let through the bottom to serve as 
a counter balance, and the iron stanchions, 
earefully put up and secured as they were, 
constituted ast for the. improvised ship. 
But notwi the care that had been 
taken by the occupants, not one succeeded in 
cracking te she All were swept off and 
engulfed by the merciless waves, and only 
the bare box reached the shore.

MRS. NAPIER’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


The loss of the steamer Alpena with all on 
board, r her brave commander, the 
veteran Capt. Nelson Napler, recalls the fact 
that the now nearly distracted widew of 
Capt. N. at an early day experienced ship- 
wreck herself, and escaped with her life in a 
manner that constitutes the most remarkable 
incidentin the annalsof lake navigation. 
“It was about twenty-five years ago,” said 
Capt. Charles Harding to a Th mUNN reporter 
— . “Mrs. Napier was visiting my 

amily in Chicago, during my absence from. 
rt on a trip, and wished my wife to go to 

t. Joseph with her. She manifested so 
much anxiety to have her go that 
my wife was almost tempted to 
consent, but as I was then homeward bound 
she concluded to remain. I arrived on the 
day following Mrs. Napier’s departure. She 
embarked on the small schooner Experi- 
ment, which, by the way, is still in existence.

Joseph harbor. Some of the resi- 
dents saw the wreck on the 
beach, and went to it, supposing 
of course that everybody was lost. A few, 
more curious than the rest, clambered upon 
the bottom to examine the condition of the 
hull. The sound of their movements reached 
the ears of the occupants of the cabin, where- 
upon Edward made a noise that attracted 
the attention of those outside. The latter 
hurried off for axes, with which they cuta 
hole through the plank and ceiling sutticient- 
ly large toadmit of the rescue of the sur- 
vivors, who had suffered immurement fully 
twenty-six hours. When lifted into the 
open air Mrs. Napier swooned, but was 
speedily restored to conscionsness. It was a 
most wonderful 2 indeed. From that 
day to this Edward has been Mrs. Napier’s 
pet, and it is but justice to him to say that 
the feeling is thoroughly reciprocated. Tom 
Prosser, who was rescued by Edward, is still 
living, and, 1 believe, resides in St. Joseph.”

ent Lord Chancellor to Sir James F. Stephen 
and Mr. Edward Dillon Lewis, closely allied 
as the results of their labors are to the juris- 
prudence of the Continent,—all these things 
are turning a great deal of attention in En- 
giand, and more or less here, to Continental 
systems of education, providing, as they un- 
questionably do, a severe and exact discip- 
line, apart from the direct bearing of the 
Civil Law upon our own Equity practice,— 
which last consideration our oldest and 
ablest lawyers will be first to appreciate.

Agricul tural Advantages of Eastern Da- 
kota and Southwestern Minnesota. 
Special Correspondence of The Chieugo Tribune 

Watertown, Dak. Ter., Oct, 17.—Three 
miles eastward from Lake Kampeska, on the 
Big Sioux River, in Codington~* County, fifty 
miles westward from the Minnesota line (as 
the engine flies), present terminus of the Wi- 
nona & St. Peter Railroad, and 2.100 feet 
above the shore of the sea,—this is the lati- 
tude, longitude, and hightude of Watertown. 
It contains about 1,000 people, —a fair-sized 
yearling (going on two) for anew country, 628 
miles northwestward from Chicago. 
this the Arctic region in which Bennett’s 
Jeannette is supposed to be preserved in ice, 
awaiting the age of “fervent heat.” 
the night of Sept. 30 was there a frost in 
these parts cold enough to scorch the tender 
prairie-grass. Some corn-leaves were wilted 
about the middle of this month; but thecorn 
in fields of seasonable planting was hard, 
and much of it harvested into shocks, the first 
week in September. 

Standing on a ground-swell here. and look- 
ing off across Lake Kampeska to large and 
fair doniinions, and northward into the mill- 
ed by an over-generous Gov- 
use and sport of 1,500 Sisse- 
ton Sioux, I ask why the railroad doesn’t 
run farther. And I am told that its ubiquit- 
ous owner, the Chicago & Northwestern, has 
put all foree on to the extension of its Dako- 
ta Central line for the Black Hills: and that, 
two weeks hence, it will run coaches to the 
Missouri, leaving only 150 miles for staging; 
and that the Black Hills stages already meet 
the moving track east from the Missouri. So 
Il excused the Company for giving this Wa- 
tertown branch arest.

Plan of the Improvement—Calling In 
Park Bonds. 


‘The South Park Board met yesterday aft- 
ernoon. There were present Commissioners 
Price, Russell, Cornell, and Walsh. 

CALLING IN BONDS. 

Judge Murray F. Tuley, of the Circuit 
Court, was also present to draw the numbers 
Of $57,000 worth of bonds which are to be called 
in, This was done in order to comply with 
Sec. 2 of the South Park act, which pro- 
vides: That, where the Board cannot call in 
the bonds at 1 per cent they shall select by 
lot so many as may be required to absorb the 
money in the sinking-fund. The selection is 
to be made by the corporate authorities at 
the end of each successive year after the 
date of the bonds, or within a month there- 
after, in the presence of one of the Judges 
of the Circuit Court, who, with the Park 
Board, shall make and sign duplicate cer- 
tificates of the result, one of which shah 
be filed in the office of the County Board and 
the other with the County Clerk. The fol- 
lowing are the numbers of the bonds called 
in under this action: Sevens—Nos. 43, 158, 
581, 578, 105, 188, 109, 504, 228. 187, 101, 222, 
70, 31, 138, 220, 225, 30, 172, 224, 104, 146, 563, 
580, 227, 22, 108, 569, 37. Sixes—Nos. 755, 727, 
1,128, 837, 877, 748, 873, 809, S47, 9864, 655, 742, 
S11, 955, 703, 950, 726, 664, 1,109, 946, 787, 866, 
857, 991, 860. Fives—Nos. 1,186, 1,184, 1,182. 
All these bonds are $1,000 each. 

Mr. Joseph F. Bonfield, attorney for the 
Board, presented the draft of ordinances 
and notices of assessment for the 

IMPROVEMENT OF MICHIGAN AVENUE 
and Thirty-fifth street. There are three 
ordinances and three assessment . notices, 
which cover the ground as follows: One 
provides tor the improvement of Michigan 
avenue, from the north line of Lake Park 
place to the south line of Jackson street. 
The driveway is to be of the uniform width 
of fifty feet, the centre of it to be the centre 
line of the street. The centre of the 
driveway to the width of — — 
feet is to be macadam, consisting, 
first, of a course of broken limestone, 
six inches in thickness, the cubes 
not to exceed three inches in diameter: 
second, a course of broken lime stone, six 
inches in thickness, the cubes not to exceed 
three inches in diameter; third, a course of 
clean bank gravel six inches in thick 

ch course to be well wet, tamped and roll 
ith a ten-ton roller, as laid. Eight feet on 
each side of the macadam is to laid of 
homogeneous metamorphic stone blocks of 
uniform thic width, and length, which 
blocks shall not less than five inches 
thick, four inenes wide, and twelve inches 
long, nor greater than six inches thick, four 
inches wide, and twelve inches long, placed 
edgewise in lateral courses, and laid upon 
six inches of well-rolled clean bank gravel. 
The curbstones are to be of a quality equal 
to the best quality of Athens stone, 4— 
than six feet long, two and one-half feet 
deep, and four inches in thickness, with top 
edge full II each stone to have a 
straight base whole length, and to be 
firmly bedded upon flat stones. They are to 
be bush-hammered on the top surface and 
eight inches from the ton.

The city owns half of the street in the 
space mentioned, and will make the im- 
provements to suit itself. The ordinance 
also — for planting-spaces for tees. 
‘the trees are to be elm, of not less than echt 
inches in 3 at a point two feet above 
their roots. y will be planted in the 
centre of the planting-space on the west side 
of the street, not to exceed fifty feet 
Crossings are also provided for, as weil as 
brick catch basins to be built in the planting- 
space just outside of the curbstone. They 

must not be over 214 feet apart, eight feet 
deep, and four feet in diameter. Man- 
holes and the other etceteras are also 
rovided for. The cost is to 
paid a special assessments.

Another ordinance provides for the Im- 
provement of Michigan avenue from the 
south line of Thirty-fitth street to the north 
line of Jackson street. This ordinance is 
like the other in its provisions, the street to 
be fifty teet in width, The centre of the 
driveway to the width of thirty-four feet is 
to be of macadam, as before described. Both 
sides of the sidewalk are to be laid of stone 
eight feet long, four feet wide, and five 
inches thick. The third ordinance provides 
for the improvement of Thirty-fifth street, 
from Grand boulevard to Michigan avenue. 
The driveway is to be fifty feet wide, and to 
have no planting space, sidewalks and other 
watters being the same as in the other or- 
dinances. ’ 

THE ASSESSMENT NOTICE, 

being under the new act of 1879, provides 
that on the 10th day of November A. D., 1880, 
the South Park Commissioners at a regular 
meet at 2 o’clock in the afternoon will 
5 to estimate as near as may be the 
probable cost of the improvement of Michi 
gan avenue, from the south line of Thirty- 
fifth street to the north line of Lake Park 
place, in conformity with the provisions of 
an ordinance by the South Park Com- 
missioners at a regular — held on the 
241 of October, 1880, entitl “An ordi- 
nance for the improvement of Michigan 
avenue, from the south line of Thirty-fifth 
street to the north line of Lake Park place.” 
The Board will likewise proceed to make a 
special assessment on contiguous property 
abutting upon the street so to be improved 
for a sum of money not to exceed the esti- 
mated cost of said improvement.

They have 
their nymphs of the forest and of the river; the 
spirits of their dead ancestors baunt the dwell- 
ings of the living; and every country baba with 
whom I ever conversed has scen the “devil” at 
least onee in her lifetime, and is able to give a 
minute description of his appearance. Rich and 
poor at time of baptism receive a small cross, 
which they wear for the rest of their davs round 
their necks, underneath their clothing,—not 
merely as a badge of Christianity, but as an 
amulet to weaken the power of the evil one. 
When sickness or misfortune comes, the peas- 
ant has recourse to a witch-doctor, and goes 
through a variety of pagan rites and incanta- 
tions to ward off the evil; his religion itself, 
his orthodox Church prayers, the glazed 
look he bends on the painted ikon, the 
eountiess genutlexions and knockings on the 
church pavement with his brown and wrin- 
kied forehead, all remind one ratber of a 
negro addressing his fetich than of a Christian 
in a house of prayer.

English commercial statistics continue toshow 
an improvement in business. In September, 
1879, there was an increase on September, 1878, 
of 2 per centin the value of the imports and 5 
per cent in the value of the exports. This year 
the expanded volume of business and, in some 
instances, the higher prices ruling have led to 
an advance upon last year’s figures amounting 
to 28% per cent in the imports and 15 per cent in 
the exports. Figures like these afford the most 
satisfactory proof possible that the business of 
Engiand is now in a healthily progressive 
state. The progress extends to all de- 
partments of business. An analysis of 
the trade returns for September shows 
that Engiand’s nearest neighbors, the nations of 
Western Europe, are her least progressive cus- 
tomers. The most conspicuous increases in the 
demand for cotton fabrics, for instance, are to 
be found against such countries as British In- 
dia, Turkey, Egypt, Colombia, the United States 
of North America, foreign West Indies, Chili, 
and Brazii, while nations like France, Germany, 
Holland, and Italy are either taking no more 
than they did a year agoorare actually taking 
less. Toagreat extent, the same holds good of 
the exports of iron and steel, although the aus- 
mented demand for pig-tron is rather more gen- 
eral than for some of the finer descriptions. The 
demand for railroad iron, however, has fallen off 
*grievously nearly everywhere, except from the 
United States and one or two of the colonies. In 
linen goods the general statement holds good. 
Western Europe still buys less, and but for the 
heavier purchases of the United States and Can- 
ada this branch of business would show a re- 
duced total. Throughout the list, the purchases 
of the United States are unusually enlarged.

The above noted 155 car-loads of spring whea 
inspected into store yesterday compares poorly 
with the 331 car-loads reported for the corre- 
sponding day last year.

It is pleasant to the receivers to see what they 
regard as an improvement in the inspection of 
oats on the Galena track.

The Location of the Story, and Some 
of Its Characters, 
To the Batter of The Chicago Tribune. 

SHenorean, Wis., Oct. 20.—After reading 
an interesting book, especially one which, 
like A Fool’s Errand,” is made up largely 
of startling facts of current history in which 
the authof has figured as conspicuous 
character, it affords more than common satis- 
faction to know the real names of the places 
and characters described, and every circum- 
stance relating to the book or its author is 
eagerly sought after by the curious public. 

The principal scenes of “ A Fool’s Errand” 
are laid in and about Greensboro, N. C., 
“ Verdernton” being aptly substituted by the 
author for the grographical name. This 
pretty city of about 4,000 inhabitants is the 
county-seat of Guilford County. It was 
named atter Gen. Greene of Revolutionary- 
War fame, and is only five miles from 
the old battlefield of Guilford Court- 


House. The town, unlike Southern towns in 


general, compares favorably with Northern 
cities for the beauty of its streets and homes, 
—there being an abundance of beautiful and 
stately old oaks and elms to shade the streets, 
and the majority of the residences being 
handsome structures of brick or wood, sur- 
rounded by large lawns, with shade-trees, 
vines, hedges, and flowers. It impresses the 
stranger as being a centre of wealth and re- 
finement. 

Into this charming place I found myself 
suddenly ushered one day last spring at the 
close of along journey Southward to es 
cape the savage windsof my home in “ the 
North Countree.” | : 

I found about a dozen Northern families 
living in Greensboro,—some of them carry- 
ing onlarge manufacturing enterprises, and 
others devoted to professional pursuits.

THIS “ MISSISSIPPI DELTA,” 

it may perhaps be as well to explain, is that 
large section of Mississippi lying between 
the river and the range ot hills, or “high 
lands,“ running south from the line of Ten- 
nessee, near the centre of the State, and 
cropping out at a point inthe bluffs at Vicks- 
burg. It comprises the “low lands“ bor- 
dering the Mississippi, the Big and the Little 
Sunflower, the Black, and the Yazoo Rivers. 

Here are some 4,000,000 acres of as fertile 
lands as the Almighty ever gave to the genial 
Tays of the sun.

Business Transacted in the National 
Convention at New Work. 

New York, Oct. 22.—The Business Com- 
mittee of the Underwriters at the session to- 
day submitted a report on “ Profit Insur- 
ance.“ They reported unanimously in 
savor of insuring on rents, recognizing it as 
legitimate insurance, not on profits, but for 
actual ‘and not dangerous to fire-insur- 
ance interests. The Committee was in favor 
of condemnmg the practice of insurance 
commissions beyond the amount covering 
charges and expenses, and such property of 
commission as would have been paid in the 
face of withdrawal with goods. The Com- 
mittae reported in favor of condemning the 
practice of profit insurances on manufactur- 
ing risks, so subversive of one of the prin- 
ciples of fire underwriting, tending to en- 
courage incendiarism. The Committee con- 
demned the practice of insuring’ general 


profits on general business. The first 


proposition, relating to commissions, 
was referred to a special committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Chair. The third proposition 


was amended to read: “That the practice ot 


insuring profits on manufacturing risks 
should be condemned as unwise and inex- 
pedient, and in this form it was adopted. 
The fourth proposition, relating to a condem- 
nation of the practice of profit insurance 
on general business risks, was adopted. 

The Business Committee then reported on 
Mr. Oakley’s resolution on the subject of 
State deposits, and the first part of it, pro- 
testing against such deposits as unjust to the 
companies and also to citizens, was adopted. 


‘The second part, referring to cases where de- 
posits made with State authorities should 
appear as liabiligy against the assets of the 
corporation making them, was, after discus- 
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ceiving the appointment of Register in Bank-

THE “SHOESTRING DISTRICT.”
